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Your Lordship will observe a considerable variation in the condition of the 
different counties in this province. Leitrim, Mayo and Clare are nearly in a state 
of positive tranquillity, while Galway, Roscommon and Sligo have been the scenes 
of all the evils which I have described. 

These disturbances have been in every instance excited and inflamed by the 
agitation of the combined projects for the abolition of tithes and the destruction 
of the union with Great Britain. I cannot employ words of sufficient strength 
to express my solicitude that His Majesty’s government should fix the deepest 
attention on the intimate connexion marked by the strongest characters in all 
these transactions between the system of agitation and its inevitable conse- 
quence, the system of combination, leading to violence and outrage; they are 
inseparably, cause and effect ; nor can I (after the most attentive consideration 
of the dreadful scenes passing under my view,) by any effort of my under- 
standing, separate one from the other in that unbroken chain of indissoluble 



connexion. 



In this (certainly awful and alarming state) of the popular temper there is 
however no appearance of any settled plot or conspiracy against the state which 
menaces approaching convulsion ; but while these pernicious habits of nocturnal 
assemblages and secret councils of the people, for planning the execution of 
schemes of outrage, plunder and murder shall prevail, under the action of the 
most powerful incentives, any government must be lost to all sense of prudence 
which should not feel hourly apprehension of danger. 

This province generally is stated to be well supplied with food ; the appre- 
hensions respecting the failure of the crop of potatoes here, as well as in other 
parts of Ireland, have disappeared ; agriculture also appears to be making 
progress, and there is no complaint of any failure of internal trade. 

To the province of Munster most of the observations which I have submitted 
to your Lordship with regard to that of Connaught may be applied with equal 
force; the offences committed during the month of March 1834 under the 
general head exceed those in the corresponding month 1833 by the number of 
ninety-one; the outrages of an insurrectionary character upon the. same com- 
parison are increased only to the extent of thirteen. It is to be observed, that 
the amount of outrages in the month of March 1834 appears to be greater, the 
county of the city of Cork having been recently brought under the operation 
of the constabulary system, and inserted for the first time in the inspector’s 
report. < 1 

In a general view, the state of the province of Munster affords no ground for 
the apprehension of immediate insurrectionary movemenjt. 

There has been no disturbance of any serious nature in the county of Kerry, 
the state of which continues to afford grounds of satisfaction. In Limerick, the 
prmdpal outrage which will require your Lordship’s notice was that committed 
on the 13th March at Rathkeale. On that occasion the assistant barrister applied 
to me to adjourn the session (for the purpose of obtaining better protection) to the 
city of Limerick; I rejected this application, and directed that the session should 
be resumed with all possible expedition at Rathkeale, the spot of the original

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nature have prevailed which may require the application of stronger executive 
powers. 

The prevailing mischiefs in this district are riots at fairs and the contests of 
factions, which often produce bloodshed. 

The county of Cork is in a tranquil state, and the people disposed to 
industry and labour when hot excited by political agitation, and I have 
already observed the addition of the county of the city of Cork to the reports 
of the last month has increased the apparent general amount of crimes ; it is 
however to be remarked, that within the limits of that district the amount of 
crimes bears a small proportion to the number of inhabitants, and that political 
agitation has not recently prevailed to any considerable extent. 

With respect to agriculture and other evidences of improvement, I have 
received no complaints from the province of Munster ; and I am disposed to 
believe that if the causes of mischief, to which I have adverted, were removed, 
it would present a most cheerful prospect of peace, happiness, and prosperity. 

Although the decrease under the general head of crime in the province of 
Leinster is 150, and under the head of insurrectionary offences 176, that 
circumstance is to be ascribed to the operation of the recent act applied by 
proclamation to the county of Kilkenny. The condition of this province is 
far from satisfactory in any county, and in some has compelled me to call 
forth the powers vested in my station by the act for the more effectual sup- 
pression of local disturbances. The cases of crime are so numerous, and 
marked by so many circumstances of aggravation, that I must request your 
Lordship’s most minute attention to the detailed reports of the inspector 
general, wherein a full account is given of these barbarous outrages and of 
their systematic origin. Lawless combinations, secret councils, and nightly 
outrages are here exhibited in full force. A complete system of legislation, 
with the .most prompt, vigorous, and severe executive power, sworn, equipped, 
and armed for all excesses of savage punishment, is established in almost every 
district. On this subject I cannot express my opinions more clearly, nor with 
more force nor justice, than your Lordship will find employed in a letter 
addressed by Lord Oxmantown, lieutenant of the King’s County, to Mr. Little- 
ton, of which a copy was submitted to your Lordship in my last dispatch. 

Lord Oxmantown truly observes, that the combination established surpasses 
the law in vigour, promptitude, and efficacy, and that it is more safe to 
violate the law than to obey it. 

Although these observations are too true with respect to the general 
condition of the province of Leinster, I am happy to be able to except the 
city and district of Dublin, of which a separate report is forwarded to your 

L °Your P Lordship will have observed that the efforts of agitation have- been 
most actively employed in the province of Leinster with great effect as far as 
inflammation of the public mind, but with little success in the great ostensible 
object of procuring signatures to petition for the repeal of the union. In 
Dublin these efforts have been attended with no success in either object ; 
the city was never more tranquil or less disturbed by political or party 

discussions. , c , . .. 

The general state of agricultural and improvement of every description is 
progressive in the province, but whatever can be attempted to promote its 
prosperity must be frustrated as long as the present agitations and their con- 
sequences shall remain in activity. It has been with considerable regret that 
I have felt it my duty to submit io His Majesty’s government a representation 
of the state of Ireland so unfavourable in many points of view. ‘ 

I am not unapprised that this dispatch contains but an imperfect statement 
of this interesting subject, nor is it indeed intended to bung under yorn 
Lordship’s consideration more than my necessary comments on the reports of 
the officers of government in the provinces. Many points essentially con- 
nected with the state of Ireland do not come under the observations of those

Reply to Queries. 



1st. With reference to your Excellency’s first Query, I take leave to observe, 
that, previous to the 10th April 1833, when the county and city of Kilkenny 
were proclaimed, outrages of almost every description were committed by day 
as well as by night ; armed bodies of men fearlessly passing through parts of 
the county, and even liberties of the city, turning their vengeance on whom 
they pleased with impunity ; as the farmers, or whoever met them, were not 
only afraid to give information, but were actually obliged to shelter their 
persons and arms, if required, as a refusal would probably endanger their 
own lives. .... . .. 

2d. On the second query I have no hesitation in stating to your Excellency, 
that there has neither been restraint nor hardship on the people by day or by 
night, when pursuing their honest and ordinary business. To prevent a pro. 
liability of even an annoyance, I had, within three days after the proclamation 
was issued, a district order printed and circulated, pointing out the relative 
duties of the police under my command (one of the orders I beg leave to 
annex), and I have the pleasure and satisfaction of saying that they adhered 
to mv orders in the discharge of their respective duties. 

Sd. The most effective answer I can give to this query is, by submitting 
to your Excellency the gross number of outrages committed within the county 
and city for twelve months preceding the proclamation, and for the subse- 
quent twelve months ; the returns are as follows :

The county and city were proclaimed 10th April 1833. 

4,th The Local Disturbance Act has effectually prevented, I may say, nearly 
all combination for outrage, inasmuch as the evildieposed are afraid to meet 
bv niaht from the number of patrols that are kept up, and the occasional 
rallinu over the rolls in the houses of suspicious characters keeps them at home, 
and also prevents them frequenting public houses. There can be no question 
of doubt but what jurors and witnesses have discharged their relative duties 
with much more credit to themselves, and justice to the public, than they did 
previously to the proclamation. Several persons have been apprehended for 
beine out after the prescribed hours, who were subsequen t transported for 
somf previous felony, for which it is probable they would have escaped were

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In submitting these remarks to your Excellency, I have taken care to state 
nothing which has not been the result of my own personal experience, with 
the single exception of what relates to the effect of the act on other counties, 
of which I can give no positive opinion,

I think there might be an additional improvement in the Local Disturbance 
Act, by dispensing with a military court, which is expensive, and substitut- 
ing a civil one, which can be formed at a very short notice, to consist of the 
assisant barister of the county, and a law officer appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant, and a bench of not less than three chief magistrates, which latter 
should not in any case be selected from the county in which the offence was 
committed. My reason for stating chief magistrates * is to avoid any suspicion 
that the local magistrates might be biassed by either fear or affection.

District Orders. 

1st. Mr. Greene Avishes particularly to call the attention of the chief con- 
stables, constables, and sub-constables under his command to a proper dis- 
to charge of their respective duties under the provisions of the act now in force 
in this county, city and liberties thereof, for “ the suppression of local dis- 
turbances and dangerous associations.” 

2d. In the execution of their duties they will always bear in mind that 
justice must be accompanied by mildness and civility, and that insult or unne- 
cessary violence will never bring credit or respect to the person or persons 
using them. 1 

3d. Respectable and peaceable people pursuing their honest industry are 
not to be interfered with : this act is for their protection. The idler, the 
night-walker, and those who are known to be in the habit of disturbing the 
public peace, are to be closely watched and apprehended. 

4th. Patrols must be regularly kept up from every station, varying the hours 
so as to keep their movements as secret as possible. 

5th. The houses of those persons whose names are registered must be con- 
stantly visited, and the rolls called ; but no chief constable, constable or sub- 
constable has power of doing so without a magistrate’s warrant. 

6th. Public houses must be closed at a regular hour, and all strangers 
apprehended who cannot give a satisfactory account of themselves.

LETTER from J. Greene Esq., Resident Magistrate, to Colonel Sir William 
Gosset, dated Kilkenny, 15th June 1834. 

Sir, 

I HAAE the honour to inclose herewith the returns which you sent to me, 
and which I have, agreeably to your desire, followed up in similar forms to 
this date. You will be pleased to observe that there is no person in confine- 
ment under the Local Disturbance Act, With reference to that part of your 
letter in which you require returns, with a statement of the increased civil 
power since the 6th of April 1833, when this county and city were proclaimed, 
I beg to state that there has been no increased force since that period nor 
from the preceding December, but there has been a decrease from the lst-of 
this month of two chief constables, four constables, and sixty peace preservation 
police, and there will be a further reduction of. one chief magistrate the first 
of next month, which altogether will be an annual; saving to the county 
of 1,330/. ; the city civil force has also been reduced from thirty to twenty 
police, which is an annual saving of 150/.

A Proclamation. 



Whereas by an act passed in the third year of His present Majesty’s reign, 
intituled “ An act for the more effectual suppression of local disturbances 
and dangerous associations in Ireland,” it is amongst other tilings enacted, 
that it shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, with the advice of His Majesty's Privy 
Council in Ireland, at any time after the passing of the said act, and from 
time to time during the continuance thereof, as occasion may require, to issue 
his or their proclamation declaring any county, county of a city, or county of 
a town in Ireland, or any portion thereof respectively, to be m such a state of 
disturbance and insubordination as to require the application of the provisions 
of' the said act. 

Now we, the Lord Lieutenant, do by this our proclamation, in pursuance 
and execution of the said Act, and by and with the advice of Ilis Majesty’s 
Privy Council in Ireland, declare the county of Kilkenny, the county of the 
city of Kilkenny, the city of Kilkenny, and the liberties of the said city, to 
be in such a state of disturbance and insubordination as to require the 
application of the provisions of the said act. 

And we do by this our proclamation warn the inhabitants of the said 
county of Kilkenny, the county of the city of Kilkenny, the city of Kilkenny, 
and the liberties of the said city, to abstain from all seditious and other 
unlawful assemblies, processions, confederacies, meetings, and associations, and 
to be and remain within their respective habitations at all hours between sun- 
set and sunrise from and after Wednesday the tenth day of April instant;

constables, peace officers, and all others whom it may concern, are to take 
notice.

COPIES of the several Documents laid before the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council of Ireland, on which the Baronies of Ballyboy, 
Ballybrit, Eglisii, and Garrycastle, in the King’s County, were 
declared to be in a State of Disturbance and Insubordination, under 
the Act 3 & 4< Will. IV. c. 4. 



The following Resolutions were entered into by the Magistrates at the 
Belmount Sessions. 

Resolved, That an organized system of robbery, outrage, intimidation, and 
murder has been established during the last two years in this part of the country, 
which has rendered the laws inefficient. That almost all the loyal ancl wel'l- 
affected inhabitants have been robbed of their arms, which are now in possession 
of a desperate set of people known by the name of Terry Alts and Black Feet, 
whose plans are so systematical and wellarranged, that we have no doubt they 
are directed by persons in a superior line of life to themselves. 

That from the state of the country numbers of industrious and peaceable 
inhabitants have emigrated to America. 

That the country gaols of Tulffimore and Parsonstown are crowded with pri- 
soners j but that very few dare prosecute, as to do so is attended with ruin or 
death ; and that when there is a prosecution the grossest perjury is resorted 
to, to procure an acquittal. 

That unless some stronger and more effectual measures are applied, the 
remaining part of the loyal and peaceable inhabitants will be ruined, murdered, 
or obliged to emigrate, as so many have already done, neither life or property 
being now secure. 

That a copy of these Resolutions be forwarded to Sir William Gosset, to be 
laid before his. Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, and to Lord Oxmantown, lord 
lieutenant of this county.

My Dear Sir, Dublin, 17tli March 1834. 

When your note of Friday reached me I was engaged in preparing for you 
a detailed report on the state of the King’s County. My object in doing so was 
to put you at once in possession of both of the grounds upon which I had recom- 
mended government to apply some of the provisions of the act for the suppres- 
sion of local disturbances to the baronies of Garrycastle and Eglish, and also the 
reasons upon which I relied in justifying that recommendation in the House of 
Commons. Sections 9, 22, 23, contain the provisions to which I have alluded ; 
and, speaking from a distant recollection, they appear to me to be pretty nearly 
in substance identical with the measure recommended by the Queen’s County 
Qommittee, composed of persons of every shade of political opinion. To be out 
after prescribed hours is under the above section a misdemeanor, punishable, as 
I conceive, by the ordinary tribunals of the country. However, on finding that 
the attorney general was so unwilling to touch that act at all, I at once ab- 
stained from pressing the matter any further, and therefore did not conceive it 
necessary to trouble you or the government with a voluminous statement, which 
might have been useful under other circumstances for the information of Parlia- 
ment, but could have added little to the facts already known to you through the 
medium of police reports. Perhaps, however, I may be permitted to say thus 
much to prevent misconstruction, although I say it with the greatest diffidence, 
4<5Q.

boked upon it as being founded on true principles which the other, I think, 
is not It was upon this view of the question that I felt it to he my duty to 
offefthe recommendation to government to which I have already adverted, and 
I have ventured to trouble you with this explanation to prevent misconception. 

It now only remains for me to advert to the two measures proposed by the 
attorney general. First, as to troops. There are at present military stationed at 

Banaghei^Shannon Harbour, andShannon Bridge; moreover, there are sixty con- 
stables and two chief constables, one of them young, active, and very efficient ; 
a pretty considerable force for the preservation of the peace of one barony, 
though a large one. To this, should you deem it advisable, you might add a 
military station at Cloghan, where accommodation can be found, though I 
believe the only useful result of it would be to show that the disturbances n that 
barony had not altogether escaped the notice of government. As to pati oiling, 
from the experience I have had, I have no hesitation ill saying it is almost it 
not altogether useless in an organized district. As to the expediency of placing . 
the baronies of Garrycastle and Eglisl. under the superintendence o a stipen- 
diary magistrate, I have the greatest doubts ; I know it would he ill received 
by the magistracy, who are numerous and respectable, and who have always 
acted with firmness and moderation. Had their conduct on ally occasion over 
exhibited symptoms of intimidation or of party feeling, at that moment I sliou ( 
have felt it to be my duty to have written to you for a stipendiary magistrate ; 
but under the circumstances I have stated, I believe, practically speaking, la 
more would have been lost than gained by that measure •, and looking geneia y 
to the state of the King’s County, and contrasting it with that of other counties 
under the influence of the same causes of excitement, I see no reason to think 
it has suffered from the absence of stipendiary magistrates. 1 here cannot 
indeed be a doubt but that in many cases where the local magistrate lias tailed 
altogether, the stipendiary magistrate, who has the means of purchasing intoi- 
mation, will obtain it ; but from every thing I have heard I have always 
viewed with very serious alarm the practice of purchasing private information; 
and looking to the very degraded character of the persons who are willing to 
earn a livelihood by embarking in such a traffic, and the difficulties under 
which a stipendiary magistrate necessarily labours in sufficiently guarding the 
application of such means, I fear there is too much reason to apprehend that 
the case has occurred when crime has been committed at the instigation of pan. 
informers. 

At the beginning of winter it was intimated to me that many persons were 
desirous of entering into a subscription for the purpose of purchasing private 
information, but I felt it to be my duty to discountenance it on the grounds i 
have just stated, and it was not proceeded with. It does not occur to me tha 
I' have any thing further to suggest at present, and beg leave to remain,

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My Dear Sir, Mo-day. 

On returning home from walking, I found the inclosed note at my hotel ; it is 
from Colonel L’Estrange, one of the principal magistrates in the barony of 
Garrycastle. The attack on Mr. Baker’s house to which he refers took place 
during the assizes ; it was on Sunday while he was at church, and the object of 
it was to obtain his arms, but his steward beat off the party. Several shots were 
fired into the house, and one from it by the steward. Mr. Baker is a magistrate. 
As to the measure proposed by Colonel L’Estrange, of giving the officers com- 
manding at the military stations commissions of the peace, I can see no possible 
objection whatever. 

Cloghan is but a short distance from Colonel L’ Estrange’s, and nearly in the 
centre of the barony of Garrycastle. Pray excuse this hurried note, as I am just 
proceeding to the packet, and believe me to be very truly yours,

You are not to infer from Colonel L’Estrange’s note that he is at all intimi- 
dated, it is only his style of writing ; he is a person of great personal courage, 
and was one of the storming party at Badajos. 

My Dear Lord Oxmantown, 

I received a few lines from you in Sir W. Gosset’s letter; I am not aware of 
any meeting being intended in this part of the country on St. Patrick’s day, nor 
had I ever known such take place to annoy any party. I am sure if such a thing 
was meant to annoy the Protestants they would take no notice of it, unless they 
were actually attacked by a party assembling for the purpose. I am sorry to say 
we are not more tranquil than we were before the assizes. The day Mr. Baker’s 
house was attacked there was a large party in his lawn besides the four men 
who went to the house. On Monday two men walked into his gate-house in the 
evening, left their guns down in the corner of the house, and sat down to smoke 
their pipes, supposed to be looking for the steward who defended the arms ; the 
same day a party of eight men marched from towards Cloghan past this gate, 
and went towards Shannon Bridge; about two miles from this they attacked three 
different houses, and swore one man to give up some ground, beat another, and 
broke the windows, &c. of Bow’s public house ; they returned the same way, and 
when they got near the Castle of Clonooney they fired a shot, and another on 
the canal-bridge, seen by many people, but no one will tell who they were. 

I am inclined to think nothing will do but the Coercion Bill. 

I hope you will excuse this long letter, but I think it right to let you know the 
state the country is in at present. Believe me, my dear Lord Oxmantown, very

Cory of a Lettek from Lord Oxmantown to Mr. Littleton. 

Sir 21, Berkeley Square, 9th April 1834. 

I HAVE the honour of transmitting to you, for the information of government, 
a copy of certain resolutions agreed to unanimously by the magistrates of the 
barony of Garrycastle in the King’s County. 

Concurring entirely in opinion with them, and feeling it to be my duty, from 
■what I know of the state of that part of the King’s County, to recommend go- 
vernment to accede to their request, I shall take the liberty of stating to you, as 
shortly as I can, the principal grounds upon which I found that recommendation. 

At the timethat the bill for the more effectual suppression of local disturbances 
and dangerous associations in Ireland was under discussion, and for some time 
previously, the King’s County was in a state of very serious disturbance. It con- 
tinued so till Kilkenny was proclaimed, but from that moment till the beginning 
of last October it was comparatively tranquil. However, just then, as you will 
perceive by the monthly returns for October, several outrages occurred of a cha- 
racter quite unequivocal, clearly of that particular class of crimes to which the 
epithet of “ insurrectionary” has been applied. During that month, in addition 
to a few minor insurrectionary offences, such as malicious injuries to property, 
some threatening notices, four cases of malicious burning, there were 14 outrages 
reported, all perpetrated by armed parties, and two attempts to assassinate. You 
Avill perceive that, of these 16 outrages, 14- occurred in the barony of Garrycastle. 

It was therefore quite clear, from the peculiar character of the outrages and 
their number, that the same combination which had been found by experience 
too strong for the ordinary laws was at that time in active operation in the 
barony of Garrycastle. 

Under these circumstances it naturally suggested itself for consideration, 
whether it would be better that government should be applied to at once for 
additional powers, or that some time should "be suffered to elapse, till it was 
ascertained whether the ordinary law would be sufficient to restrain the evil 
within moderate bounds in a district where the magistracy were numerous and 
efficient, and where they were supported by a strong military and police force. 

However, so great are the calamities which even a moderate ascendancy of 
insurrectionary combination entails upon society, that, had it been practicable to 
consider the question solely in reference to the state of the county and the in- 
terest of all classes of persons residing in it, and had there been a reasonable pro- 
bability that the wishes of the magistrates would have been acceded to by govern- 
ment, I think. I may safely say there would have been no hesitation on their part 
in applying'for powers sufficient to meet the exigency ; and in seconding their ap- 
plication, I feel that I. should have been acting under a deliberate conviction that 
the measure was one calculated to preserve many, especially of the poorer classes, 
from overwhelming misfortunes, without inflicting upon society even a sensible' 
inconvenience. The additional powers to which I allude arc .contained in sec- 
tions 4, .22, 23 of Will. 4, c. 4, which, acted upon under suitable instructions from 

1 1 government, 
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government, would have had nearly the same practical operation as the measure 
recommended by the Queen’s County committee. 

However, under all the circumstances, as it appeared to be absolutely necessary 
to look much further than the bounds of the county to see, in fact, that there 
was a clear case of necessity sufficient to convince, without the aid of local 
knowledge, not the government merely but the legislature, that it was time to 
have recourse to measures of prevention stronger than the ordinary laws admitted 
of, and as it did not now seem to be practicable to make out such a case without 
the aid of a long catalogue of crimes, the government was not then called upon 
to exert its powers under the act I have just quoted. 

The first step taken was to assemble a large body of police in the disturbed 
district. This was practicable, as the force of the county had been twice aug- 
mented during the winter of 1832. Additional police stations were established, 
the old stations reinforced, and continual patrols kept up. Some good effect 
seems to have resulted from these measures, rather perhaps to be attributed to 
the evidence they afforded of a determination in the magistracy to do their 
duty, than to any practical operation they could have had in rendering the 
commission of crime more difficult. 

Where the peasantry are completely organized, they can be but little 
restrained by any system of patrolling. Every police station is closely watched ; 
the police cannot stir that it is not instantly known. When out on duty, even 
in the darkest night, their course is easily discernible from the barking of dogs, 
as almost every cottage is provided with one. In point of fact, during the last 
six months, (I believe I might include a much longer period,) there was but 
one instance in which a patrol came in contact with an armed party. On that 
occasion two persons were taken, and one of them was convicted at the last 
assizes and sentenced to a long term of imprisonment. 

I do not mean it to be inferred from this that patrols are useless ; quite the 
contrary ; I am only explaining why more benefit has not been derived from, 
them. . It would be right that the utmost attention should be paid to patrolling, 
were it only for the purpose of showing to the peaceable inhabitants of a dis- 
turbed district that the country was not in undisputed possession of these armed 
gangs. Any measure calculated to give them confidence must be most valuable. 
No one can form an adequate conception of their apprehensions, and the amount 
of positive misery arising from it, who has not conversed with them himself. 
While the outrages, numerous as they are, affect but a limited portion of the. 
population, the evil I have alluded to extends to all. 

The succeeding months of November and December exhibited fewer instances, 
of outrage ; and some information was obtained, and many arrests followed.. 
In the meantime the magistrates were unremitting in their exertions. All 
persons supposed to know any thing of the outrages which had occurred were 
subjected day after day to the most searching examination ; and positive evi- 
dence being almost out of the question, every effort was made to elicit a mass 
of circumstantial evidence sufficient to procure some convictions. It appeared, 
from the inquiries, that at that time the sons of farmers of some degree of 
respectability had taken an active part in attacking houses for the purpose of 
obtaining arms, but in no instance did it appear that any of these outrages 
had their origin in poverty or oppression of any kind. 

I shall not detain you by entering into an analysis of the outrages committed 
during the months of November, December, January, February, and Mai ch; 
they were exactly of the same character as those of October, and are described 
in the chief constables’ reports, I believe, as concisely as was practicable. 

The outrages for the months of October, November, and December, taken 
from the monthly abstracts (for these months I have not the official summary to 
refer to), were, October, 40 ; November, 29 ; December, 29. These numbers 
are probably somewhat under the actual number reported, as the monthly 

abstracts do not show the exact number. . , 

For the months of January, February, and March they were, aa taken from 
the official summary, January, 87 ; February, 69 ; March, 88. I annex the 
original official summary, which, as . you will perceive, contains an additional 
table for the months of February and March, where all crimes not directly of 
an insurrectionary character are omitted. This reduces the number for February 
to 45, and for March to 7 ,, 
459. y 
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By far the greater proportion of these outrages occurred in the barony of 
Garrycastle, and the adjoining portions of the baronies of Eglish, Ballybritt, 
and Ballyboy, a district of no very considerable extent. Yet, large as the num- 
ber appears to have been from the official returns, it falls far short of the reality. 
The peasant who has been injured prefers to submit quietly, rather than to 
expose himself to another attack by complaining to the proper authorities, 
who have no power to protect him. 

In my very limited sphere as a magistrate five outrages have come to my 
knowledge, which have never appeared in the official returns. On reading to 
the grand jury at the last assizes the return of outrages for the preceding month, 
several magistrates made similar observations. Chief Constable Henderson, in one 
of his latest reports, complains of the difficulty of discovering the outrages which 
have occurred. Mr. Crawford, the sub-inspector, makes a similar complaint. 

After such serious disturbances as had occurred during the months of January 
and February, the assizes were looked forward to with much anxiety ; but in 
some cases there was not available evidence to proceed with the prosecutions at 
all, in other cases the prosecutions failed. Where prosecutions rest mainly 
upon circumstantial evidence elicited from unwilling witnesses, the chance of 
success is but slight. 

There were in all 17 persons convicted for insurrectionary offences; four of 
them for a murder which took place two or three years ago, and above half 
the remainder for offences which had been committed in a portion of the county 
at present but little disturbed. 

The prosecutions having therefore almost altogether failed, there was no dif- 
ficulty in foreseeing the consequence ; therefore before the termination of the 
assizes I proceeded to Dublin, and took an early opportunity of suggesting to 
government the expediency of applying a part of the act of the 3 Will. 4. c. 4, 
to the disturbed district. On the termination of the assizes, as appears by 
Chief Constable Henderson’s report of the 12th of March, fires were seen upon 
every hill, lighted at the same moment through a whole line of country of above 
10 miles in extent. They were first lighted at the Blue Ball and Rahen, and 
answered by the people of Garrycastle. lie adds, that he had heard it was in 
consequence of the acquittal of the prisoners at the assizes. 

You will perceive by the returns before inserted that the assizes were fol- 
lowed by a considerable increase of insurrectionary outrages, and the conse- 
quence was a meeting of the magistrates of the barony of Garrycastle, where the 
resolutions I have the honour of herewith transmitting to you were adopted, 
and signed by every magistrate in the barony. 

Although an attentive perusal of the reports of the chief constables will 
exhibit to you a picture of society perhaps withoutparallel in any civilized country 
not in open insurrection, still it will convey but an inadequate idea of the 
sufferings of the industrious peasantry in this state of anarchy. To be enabled 
to judge of it you must make your inquiries on the spot ; you must hear the 
tale from themselves. Living in a state of perpetual anxiety, their lives are 
wretched indeed. Under such circumstances, can we wonder at the statement 
of the magistrates assembled at Belmount sessions, which was forwarded by 
them to government about six weeks ago, to the effect, that numbers of the 
respectable peasantry were seeking refuge from this state of things in America ? 

With these facts, and with the means of information necessarily arising from 
a residence for the last six months in the immediate vicinity of the disturbed 
district, I feel I should be shrinking in a manner quite unpardonable from the 
discharge of my duty, if I did not strongly recommend government to take 
some decisive step. 

That the ordinary laws of the country, administered by a magistracy zealous 
and upright, are unable to withstand an organized combination, both reason and 
experience have fully proved. Why it should have been so is very obvious. 
The combination is directly opposed to the law, and it is stronger than it, because 
it punishes the violation of its mandates with more severity and infinitely more 
certainty than the law does. If a peasant resists the combination, it is scarcely 
possible he can escape punishment; but if he violates tin: law, his chance of 
escape is at least filly to one. You will find I am warranted in what I say by 
a comparison of the convictions in a disturbed district with the outrages , recol- 
lecting that several persons are usually engaged in committing each outrage, 

probably 
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probably on an average not less than five ; so that, if five be a fair average, the 
outrages should be multiplied by that number, to give you the convictions which 
should have been had, were the law effective in every instance. The fact, that 
the same individual has often been engaged in several outrages, does not alter the 
position ; because, if the laws were carried into effect, there would be a corre- 
sponding number of convictions had against him. Neither would it be safe to 
draw any inference from what occurred in the county of Clare, for the out- 
rages there were not the result of an organized system, as far as I have been 
able to learn. 

Under all the circumstances I have stated, the measure which I feel it to be 
my duty to recommend government to adopt is, to proclaim the barony of 
Garrycastle under the 3d Will. 4. without delay, and to direct that the misde- 
meanors thus created should be tried by the ordinary tribunals of the country. 
Whether the quarter sessions can take cognizance of a new misdemeanor with- 
out a special enactment on the subject is a point I am quite uninformed upon j 
but if so, I think it would be better adapted for the trial of these offences than 
any other tribunal, as it might be adjourned from time to time without expense 
as long as disturbance continued ; but if the quarter sessions cannot, perhaps 
1 may be permitted to suggest for your consideration, whether it would not be 
expedient to apply to the legislature to confer upon it that power. 

As disturbance has been of comparatively recent occurrence in the greater part 
of the barony of Garrycastle, and as the season of the year is becoming more 
favourable, I think it probable that if the government adopts the course which I 
have had the honour of recommending, the magistracy of that district, who have 
never been led away by party feeling or beaten down by intimidation, will be 
enabled very soon to restore it to a state of tranquillity ; and I am convinced that 
they will accomplish that object by steady perseverance, without putting the 
peaceable inhabitants to inconvenience, and without subjecting the disaffected 
to any severer punishment than a short term of imprisonment. 

I have only further to add, that it is a matter of deep regret that, under 
existing circumstances, it should have been impracticable to check disturbance 
till it had reached so great a height. It is much to be lamented that the Irish 
peasantry, who, when unexcited, are very amenable, are naturally honest, and 
with all their defects are embued with a strong moral principle, should be 
suffered to procure for themselves, by combining, a licence to commit crime 
almost with impunity, and to degrade themselves in the eyes of civilized nations, 
while by the timely application of preventive measures society would be pre- 
served from a state of disorganization which prevents the natural flow of capital 
into Ireland, and deprives the peasantry of the wages and employment which 
would inevitably result from it.

About six o’clock yesterday morning an armed party attacked the house of 
John Hinchy, who resides at Newtown in the parish of Lusmagh, and about 
three miles from this town. Two of the party, armed with a short gun and a pistol,

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entered his house, and desired him (Hiiichy) to go to the priest of the parish 
(Rev. Mr. Walsh), and settle about the division of some land he had in dispute 
with his brother. 

Immediately on hearing of the outrage the police proceeded and made every 
inquiry, but could not discover the persons who went armed to the house. In 
fact, this outrage is a family dispute about property.

STATEMENT of Outrages committed in the Baronies of Garrycastlk, Egmsii, Ballybritt, 
and Ballyboy, front 1 January to 12 April 1831. 



Barony of Garrycastle, Lieutenant William Henderson (1st Class) Chief Constable. 

Extracts from Chief Constable's Reports. 

I January. — A notice was found posted on the wall of a house occupied as a chapel at the Rape 
Mills, threatening any person who would sow William Gibbon’s corn. 

3 January. — The bank of the. Grand Canal at Clonehough was maliciously cut, but the bank 
did not give way. , 

5 January — An armed party visited the house of Kieran Rigncy, of Bark; carried off a lease 
of some land and other papers, and on departing fired a shot. This is stated to ho a family dispute. 

I I January.— A large armed party attacked and entered the house of l’rederick Knraght, of the 
Hill of Banagher, and took away three guns, one of which was subsequently recovered at Lusmngh, 
on a search being made for arms by the military and police. 

17 January.— 1 This evening an armed party attacked the house of Patrick Morgan, at Wood- 
bank ; broke the windows, beat Morgan, and swore him to give up an acre of land. 

Same evening, an armed party entered the house of Martin Killnn, of Charlestown ; heat him, 
and cautioned him against telling lies of his neighbours. They taxed Killan with being the cause 
of a man being turned out of a Mr. Tracey’s employment. 

The same gang proceeded to the house of Michael Margin, of same place, to shoot him for u 
similar offence. 

18 January — This evening a large party (partly armed) visited the house of John Shoreloek 
of Miltown, and gave directions to two of his servants (Connaught men) to cpiit that part of the 
country. 

19 January.— An armed gang entered the house of B. Tally, of Clononybcg, placed him upon 
his knees, and swore him not to work for Edward Carney. One of the ruilians struck Laliy re- 
peatedly with the butt end of a gun. 

A large party entered the house of John Eagan, of Clonalough, and swore him to surrender some 
land to one liranigan. The gang proceeded to the mills of Martin Killeen, of said place, and swore 
his servant to caution his master not to continue certain individuals in his employment. The ruilians 
also beat two men on the road. 

20 January.— The house of Thomas Price, of Cummcn, was entered by an armed party of seven 
men, who beat him and his wife. On going away they fired three shots. 

21 January.— This evening an armed party visited the house of John Quinlan at Garbnlly; one 
of the gang struck him, and.desired him to fulfil his contract with one Brothers respecting the sale 
of some potatoes. 

The same gang repared to a neighbouring house, occupied by Patrick Gannon, and swore his 
wife as to his being at home. Shortly after they met Gannon, placed him on his knees, mid swore 
him to give up an acre of land (which he lias held seven years) to James Horan before 10 
o clock the following Monday. 

The same gang proceeded to the house of R. Horan, and swore him to give up half ail acre of 
land to James Horan. 

The same gang went to the house of Thomas Egan, ofGlehgo’wnny, and ordered him to give 
up a portion of his land to James Horan. 

22 January.— This night two armed men attacked the house of Patrick Burncs, of Lcnara, broke 
the windows, and fired a shot. 

23 January.— Four armed men visited the house of Patrick Thorpe, of the Bottoms, and ordered 
him to give up bjs ground. 

26 January.— This night, the house of James Martin, of Kirwan Ilill, near Banagher, was on: 
tered by an armed party, who robbed him of 11 . 
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1 February. — A notice was found posted on tue stable-door of the widow Woods, at Ballough- 
ouglier, ordering her to put away her servant-boy. The lad has since left her service. 

3 February. — A man entered the house of Mr. Adamson, at the Hill of Banyagher, and de- 
manded arms, but was refused, on which he went away, 

8 February. — The house of George Holmes Esq., of Moorock, was entered by thiee men, who 
carried off fire-arms, jewellery, and a considerable sum of money. 

10 February. — A plough, belonging to John Cormick, was maliciously cut. 

A plough, the property of Counsellor Malony, was stolen. 

13 February. — The windows of the church at Moystown were maliciously broken, and some of 
the frames carried away. 

The house of John Sherlock, of Milltown, was entered by five men, who beat his servants, and 
desired him to treat his thrashers better in future. 

Same night, a party of twelve men entered the house of Thomas Egan, of Clongowny, and 
swore him to give up an acre of land to James Horan, of Garbally. They handed Egan a notice, 
addressed to Timothy Horan, directing him to surrender half an acre of land (now in his pos- 
session seven years) to James Horan; which notice they swore Egan to have delivered. 

The house of Rody Cary, of Carraughbaugh, was attacked and entered by five men, who broke 
the furniture and delf, and beat Cary savagely. 

The house of Thomas Boyle was also attacked, and the windows demolished. The assailants 
fired two shots on departing. 

The house of Matthew Gavin was likewise attacked, and the windows broken. 



19 February An armed party entered the houses of John and Peter Molloy, of Clonony 

Castle ; ordered them not to work for Counsellor Malony and Mr. Belchan, and swore Peter 
Molloy to quit the country. 

21 February.— An armed party went to the house of Peter Molloy, of Clonony ; placed him on 
his knees, and swore him to leave his employment and quit the country. They then went to John 
Molloy’s, and ordered him to leave the place, as he had perjured himself for Counsellor Malony. 

The house of James Fallon, of Castle Armstrong, was forcibly entered by a party of men, 
who robbed him of 7 s. 

24 February. — A notice was found posted on Major Molloy’s gate, ordering him to give 8rf. 
a day to his workmen from the 1st March. 

A notice was served on Barny Common, ordering him to permit his men to leave off work 
at six o’clock in the afternoon. . 

The police patrol at Beaumarmuck met two men, named William and Michael Spain, (returning 
home, after being out all night,) armed with loaded guns, and having also in possession a powder- 
horn and some swan-drops. 

25 February.— A house, the property of a man named Devery, was maliciously set on fire. 

26 February. — Three armed men went into a field at Clongowny, where William Malone >vas 
ploughing, and swore him to give up his farm, on pain of death. One of the ruffians fired at 
one of Malone’s horses ; the ball lodged in the poor animal's shoulder. 

1 March. — An armed party visited the house of John Love, of Macken, anil swore him as to 
his having fire-arms; after which they made an unsuccessful search, and going away fired a shot. 

A party of six armed men went to the house of James Connor, near Cloghan, and demanded 
fire-arms ; they then made an unsuccessful search. 

Same party then repaired to the house of Matthew Killean, and ordered lum to surrender 
his land. 



7 March.— A gang entered the house of P.Donoghue of Balcither, near Banagher, beat his wife, 
and stabbed him with a bayonet ; they broke the delf, and swore Donoghue to give up his land. 

Same niuht the house of Thomas Donoghue, of Clairmount, was entered by a party, who 
stabbed Donoghue with a bayonet, boat his wife, broke the windows and delf, and swore him 
to give up his land. 

9 March. — This day an armed party went to the house of Mr. Baker of Belmount, while the 
family were attending Divine Service, and endeavoured to obtain admittance, but without suc- 
cess • the steward fired on them, and they returned the fire, which broke several panes ot 

Michael Mcrgin of Cloneven, near Shannon Bridge, 
placed him on his knees, and swore him to quit in seven days. 

10 March.— This night an armed party traversed the neighbourhood of Belmount, firing shots; 
they went to Mr. Baker's gate-house, and inquired for the steward, for the purpose (as suspected) 
of shooting him, for defending Mr. Baker's house the previous day. 

12 March.— The houses of Thomas and Hugh Donelan of Park, near Banagher, were attacked 
and entered by an armed party, who swore them to give up their land; they also roboed Hagh 

men entered the house of Matthew Hunt of Oloony, near Banagher, and swore 
him to surrender his house and land. 

17 March —The house of W. Daly of Tondmore, about two miles from Banagher, was entered 

by a’ “ ge party for . repose cheating him t four men were subsequently apprehended by 

the police, and they are bailed to abide their trial foi the offence. 

The house of S. Tooker, of Gurtagown, was maliciously set on tire. . 

20 March-Six armed men entered the bouse of Michael Butler of Clonony, and swore him

A party of men went to the house of John Kilroe, ot same place, and warned him to the 
same effect. 

30 March.— (Sunday), this morning, at six o’clock, two armed men entered the house of John 
Hinchey, at Newtown, distant three miles from Banagher, (two men also waiting at the door as sen- 
tinels,) and desired Hinchey to go to the priest and settle a dispute with his brother about land. 

4 April An uninhabited cabin destroyed by fire. 

7 April.— Counsellor Malony and a sub-constable were assaulted; informations will be lodged 
against the assailants. 



Barony of Eglish, Mr. Bernard Cummins (2d Class), Chief Constable. 

Extracts from Chief Constable’s Report. 

1 January.— Four armed men entered the house of Mr. Woods of Davidstown, fired off two 
shots in the parlour, and carried away a blunderbuss, three pistols, and some powder. 

5 January. — This evening a party of eight men, armed with guns, entered the house of 
H. Drought Esq. of Heath Lodge, rushed up stairs, seized Mr. Drought, and demanded his 
fire-arms; they took two guns and a flask of powder. 

Same night two armed men entered the house of John Cassidy Esq. of Streamstown, and 
carried off two guns, a bayonet, two powder-horns, and some powder. 

The gang repaired to the house of Mr. Cassidy’s gamekeeper, and robbed him of a gun, a 
powder-horn, and some powder. 

19 January.— This night an armed party visited the house of James Russell of Boolanarig, 
swore him as to his having fire-arms, and fired a shot through the door. 

They then went to Patrick Mara's house, and made an unsuccessful search for fire-arms. 

24 January. — This afternoon three armed men went to the lands of Ballindown, where Patrick 
White was ploughing, put him on his knees, placed a gun upon his shoulder, and swore him to 
give up the land he was tilling. 

2 March. — A notice was posted on a gate, at Whigsborough, ordering certain persons to give 
up potatoe ground which they had taken from a Mr. Barnes. 

8 March. — Ten men attacked, broke open, and searched the house of William Rico of Galris, 
for his son, who prosecuted at the last quarter sessions. 

20 March. — A notice was left at the house of P. Whelan, ordering him not to prosecute some 
persons he had summoned. 

25 March. — A party of men, partly armed, entered the house of William Donoghuc of Ilnth- 
gibbon, placed him on his knees, and inflicted several wounds on his head, and swore him not, to 
inform against them ; also, not to charge more than 9s. 6 d, a cwt. for oatmeal ; on going away 
they fired three shots. 

An armed party entered the house of William Kirwan of Rathgibbon, broke the windows and 
door, knocked Kirwan down, and inflicted four cuts on his head, and swore him not to inform 
the police ; on going away they fired a shot. 

28 March.— A notice was found at the hall-door of Mr. Saddler, at Drimlough, ordering him 
to put “ the Peelers ” out of the house. 



Inspector-General’s Observations. 

It cannot, I think, be denied, that the catalogue of crime and outrage here presented (and which 
I am convinced is much less considerable than it would have been if the sufferers had not, in many 
instances, been deterred by threats of further vengeance from making known their ill-treatment,) 
exhibits a district under the nightly dominion of an illegal, anti-social union or combination, in which 
His Majesty s peaceable subjects are exposed to acts of violence, robbery, savage threats, personal 
injury, reckless cruelty and inhumanity, such as arc unknown in more civilized countries, and which 
it is obviously impossible for the authorities effectually to suppress, without being armed with powers 
which, in countries where the law is habitually respected, might be deemed an infringement of the 
liberty of the peaceable subject, but which are here indispensably required for the purpose of main- 
taining him m the possession of that liberty, and of affording him that protection in his person and his 
property, which all who submit to the laws have an undoubted right to require from the Government 
by which they are administered. It is for these objects that I respectfully solicit for tlic civil autho- 
rities within the district referred to, viz. the baronies of Garrycastlc, Eglish, Ballybrit, and Ballyboy, 
the temporary possession of those powers which can only be conferred upon them by the Bill passed 
during the last Session of Parliament for the more effectual suppression of loeal disturbances in 
Ireland; viz. of ascertaining by domiciliary visits that persons of known or reputed bad character 
remain quietly within their dwellings by night, and of detaining, interrogating, and, if necessary, 
carrying before a police magistrate all such as are found nbroud under suspicious circumstances 
during the night. By tl)e exertion of this power alone, in the present state of certain parts of this 
district, can the Government, in my opinion, effectually afford to I-Iis Majesty’s peaceable subjects 
that protection which they have a right to claim, or restrain and punish the authors of those 
excesses by which sopial order is disturbed, and law and authority set at defiance. 

Inc example of Kilkenny, whilst it furnishes a satisfactory proof of the efficacy of the Bill alluded 
o tor the purposes for which it was enacted, also shows that its application to that county, forced 
pon the Government as it was by a frightful necessity, has in no single instance been used as the 
n tv gl w S ’ U1 l ! ie ,li B ht «t degree, the just rights or the perfect freedom of action of the 

meanest of Ills Majesty s peaceable subjects resident in that county. 
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It may be proper to remark that, although the total number of outrages committed (or rather 
reported) within the actual limits of the barony of Ballyboy may appear comparatively small, yet it 
is understood to be the residence of a number of turbulent characters, whom it is an important 
object to have the power of keeping at home at night; and upon this principle 1 should have been 
glad if the recommendation of the lieutenant and magistrates had included the whole county.

Extracts from Chirp Constable's Report. 

G February. — This night several parties of men assembled on the hills of Knockbawn and Aven- 
more, shouting and sounding horns; the chief constable apprehended two persons, who were com- 
mitted to gaol to stand their trial for the offence. 

Same evening a child was found dead on the lands of Oakley park ; a verdict “ strangled” was 
subsequently returned by the coroner. 

10 February.— A notice was posted on the house of Michael Purcell of Cough, directing him to 
surrender his land ; a man named Cunningham was apprehended (by direction of His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant) by the police, on suspicion of being the instigator of this notice, and com- 
mitted to gaol to abide his trial. 

15 February. — This night three armed men entered the house of James Keyton, at Condellon, 
robbed him of 10/., and made an unsuccessful search for fire-arms. 

The same gang went to the house of Michael Donoghue, broke open the door, and swore him 
and his wife not to disclose their having attempted to violate the person of their daughter. 

The ruffians then repaired to the house of Dennis Mooney, of same place, forced the door, and 
attempted to commit a rape on a woman who lodged there ; informations were lodged in both 
these cases, and a warrant issued against one of the gang who is known ; but as yet he has eluded 
the vigilance of the police.. 

10 March — An armed gang, having their faces blackened, attacked and forcibly entered the 
house of Mr. Foster, at Cloonfass, and demanded arms ; they were resisted and fired at by 
Mr. Foster, but succeeded in carrying off a gun. 

15 March. — An armed party, having their faces blackened, entered the house of John Harnagc, 
of Cumbin, and carried off one gun, two pistols, a sword, and 40 rounds of ball cartridge. 

The same gang proceeded to the house of Mr. Robbins, in the same neighbourhood, and beat 
him and his steward, and swore the servant maid as to fire-arms being in the house, &c. 

16 March. — An armed party (some of the men having masks on their faces) entered the house 
of Francis Harding of Bullygaddy, and made an unsuccessful search for fire-arms. 

An armed party (having their faces 'blackened, &c.) entered the house of Mr. J. Dillon of 
Longford, near Kinnetty, and robbed him of a double-barrelled gun ; one of the gang wounded 
Mr. Dillon over the eye with a sword. 

A gang knocked at the house of John Shekclton, of Dromoyle, and stated that they were the 
police ; upon the door being opened, several of the party rushed in, and carried off a gun and 
powder horn. 

The same gang repaired to the house of John Barber for a similar purpose, but on his threat- 
ening to fire upon them they went away, after firing two shots. 

20 March. — The walls of a dwelling-house (nearly finished), the property of John Gorman, of 
Glanlissawn, were maliciously levelled. 

25 March This day, while the family were at prayers, the house of Michael Carry, at Bally- 

marmullagh, was entered, and the servant girl sworn as to fire arms being therein, after which 
they made an unsuccessful search. 



Barony of Ballyboy, Mr. Bernard Cummins (2d Class), Chief Constable. 

Extracts from Chief Constable's Report. 

20 January. — Timothy Bryan was assaulted by Dennis Doorly at Killoughy, who struck him on 
the head with a flail, and fractured his skull, which caused his death ; Doorly has absconded. 

2* January— A gang, partly armed, entered the house of Edward Lalor, of Killoughy, demanded 
fire-arms, and beat l.Tm severely; Lalor made his escape through a window, and was bred at. 
Informations were lodged, and a warrant issued against James Fox, the principal of the gang, 
who has absconded. 

4 February. — Andrew Barnwell, of Killoughy, was waylaid while returning from the market of 
Tullamorc % four men and a woman, who were arrested by the police, and hailed to stand their 
trial for the offence. 

IS February. — Five sheep wore maliciously killed, and two wounded, the property of T. Scully 
at Lowertownbcg. 

20 February— An armed party of four men went to the forge of Denis Whelan, at a place called 
Cully, and pulled down the large bellows; on going away they bred two shots. Whelan has only 
resided at Cully a short time, and is stated to have drawn away ccstom from two other smiths m 
the neighbourhood.

On same night an armed party entered the house ot Pat.Maguiniss of Rusk, parish of Bally- 
macwilliam, and barony of Warrcnstown, and robbed him of 4s. ; offenders unknown. 

About 12 o’clock same night, an armed party entered the house of John Conmiins of Clomnore, 
parish of Castlejordan, and barony of Warrenstown, and robbed him of a trifle of money. 

On same night, between 12 and 1 o'clock, an armed party entered the house of George Conmiins 
of Clonmore, parish of Castlejordan, and barony of Warrcnstown, and robbed him of two pair of 
shoes and some leather ; offenders unknown. 

15 March. — John Bourks, cabin of Clonsart, parish of Coolestown, was entered at night by ah 
armed party, who robbed him of id. and some wearing apparel ; two of the perpetratois are com- 
mitted for trial.

19 March.— Four heifers were stolen from off the lands of Croghan, parish of Croghan, and 
barony of Lower Philipstown, the property of Wm. Handy Esq. ; persons unknpwn. 

22 March. — Eliza Barton abandoned a child at Kilcoursey, barony of Kilcoursey, near Clara ; 
she has been committed for trial. 

23 March. — About 12 o'clock at night a party of six men entered the house of Pat. Kenally of 
Clonagh, parish of Linally, barony of Ballycowan, near Tullamore, and dragged him out of his 
house, anil beat him severely with bludgeons ; perpetrators unknown. 

12 March. — About three o’clock in the morning Pat. Leclily and Pat. Larkin attacked in the streets 
of Tullamore Sub-constable Sam. Eves, and grievously assaulted him ; Pat.Leddy was transported 
at the last assizes for life, and Pat. Larkin is held over on bail for the next assizes. 

Remarks of Sub inspector. 

This district may be fairly represented as being in a tranquil state at present, notwithstanding 
some outrages of a serious nature having been perpetrated during the month. 



Pahsonstown District, William Hemswoutii, Chief Constable. 

Extracts from Chief Constable's Report. 

13 March. — On the night of the 13th the house of G. W. Clear of Glosshouse, barony of Cion- 
lisle, post-town Roscrea, was visited by a party calling themselves Terry Alts from Roscrea, who 
broke the windows with stones ; they afterwards proceeded to the house of Pat. Maher, and 
ordered him to give up some land to the widow Costigan, on pain of death; the parties were 
unknown to the inmates. 

16 March. — On the night of the 16th the houses of Thos. Dowling and James Kirwan of Baneen, 
barony of Clonlisk, post-town Roscrea, were visited by a party who broke the windows with 
stones; this outrage proceeded from a family quarrel ; informations have been taken, and the party 
bound to attend the next quarter sessions. 

On the night of the 16th a party of men knocked at the house of John Shickleton of Dromoyle, 
barony of Ballybritt, and post town Roscrea, and stated they were the police ; the door was im- 
mediately opened, and five or six of the party rushed in and searched for arms, and succeeded 
in carrying off a gun and a powder horn. The same party went to the house of John Barber, but 
lie threatened to fire on them ; they went off, firing two shots. We have not been able to obtain 
any information whatever of these parties. 

19 March. — On the evening of the 19th a man named Ralph Heaton of Thelcolman, barony of 
Ballybritt, post-town Parsonstown, was most violently assaulted, and left in a state of insensibility 
near his own house by two men of an opposite party. On hearing of the occurrence I proceeded 
witli a party, and succeeded in apprehending one of the men ; the second man has since been 
arrested ; Heaton is recovering, and the parties are to abide their trial at the next quarter sessions. 

20 March. — On the night of the 20th a threatening notice was left at the house of Paul Whelan, 

of Ballmogilshce, barony of Eglish, and post-town Birr, ordering him, on pain of death, not to pro- 
secute some persons he had summoned. ' 

Remarks of Sub-Inspector. 

This district is in a similar state to that of Tullamore. 



Kinnetty District, B. Cummins, Chief Constable. 

Extracts from Chief Constable’s Report. 

2 March.— On Sunday night a threatening notice was posted on the house of Mr. James Barns, 
of Whigsborough parish, and barony of Eglish, ordering several persons to give up potato ground 
to him, or mark tho consequence ; offenders unknown. 

8 March. — On Saturday night 10 men, two of whom were armed, attacked the house of 
Mr. J. Bice, of Gales parish, and barony of Eglish, and post-town Birr, forced the door, and five of 
them entered and searched the house for his son, for the purpose of assaulting him, for prosecuting 
men at the last quarter sessions; perpetrators unknown. 

10 March.— About nine or ten o’clock at night an armed party, with their faces blackened, 
attacked the house of Mr. Foster, of Clonfass, phrish of Kinnetty, and barony of Ballybritt, post- 
town Kinnetty; four of them entered, and knocked down the servant that opened the door; they 
went into the parlour and demanded of Mr. Foster his arms, which he refused. Mrs. Foster 
brought a gun to her husband to protect himself, which they succeeded in getting ; they then pur- 
sued him up stairs, where he got a blunderbuss, and discharged it at them, and they immediately 
absconded, and arc unknown. 

1.5 March. — About seven o’clock this night a party of seven men, armed, with their faces black- 
ened, entered the house of Mr. J. Homage, of Cumber, parish of Kinnetty, and barony of Bally- 
britt, post-town Kinnetty, seized his son, demanded his arms; they rushed up stairs, and succeeded in 
getting a case of pistols, a sword, and 40 rounds of ball cartridge. One of the party went into Mrs. 
Foster’s bed-room, and demanded a fowling-piece from her. lie told her not to be alarmed, as they 
would do her no harm, in consequence of getting what they wanted, lhey then retired, unknown. 

Same night, same party proceeded to the house of Mr. Montgomery Robbins, in same parish and 
barony, five of them armed, with their faces blackened: when the servant maid saw them she 
459. alarmed 
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alarmed Mr. Robbins, who was in the parlour. He armed himself with a poker, and assailed one 
of them when he was knocked down and received four severe cuts on thq, head, which left him 
senseless for a considerable time. They also knocked down the steward with a blow from a gun, 
and split his ear. They swore the servant maid as to her knowledge of any arms being in the house, 
and also to mve them some whiskey, which she did, five glasses, and then they retired. 

16 March?— On Sunday night an armed party entered the house of Francis Harding, of Bally- 
paddy, parish of Seatheyrans, and barony of Ballybritt, post-town Kinnetty ; they searched the ' 
house for arms, but got none; they ihen retired, unknown. 

Same night, supposed the same party, some masked, and others with their faces blackened, 
entered the house of Mr. Joseph Dillon, of Langford, parish of Roscumrow, and barony of Bally- 
britt. They took a double-barrel fowling-piece : one of them struck Mr. Dillon oyer the eye, and 
inflicted a severe wound on him ; they also threatened to shoot him if he did not give them a shot- 
pouch and powder-horn, which he denied having ; the offenders unknown. 

16 March.— On Sunday night a cow’s leg was maliciously broken, the property of John Carry, of 
Ballywilliam parish, and barony of Eglish, by some person or persons unknown. 

19 March On Wednesday night a party of five men, one of whom was armed, entered the 

house of Charles Mulloy, of Pucko parish, and barony of Eglish, post-town Cloghan; they beat 
him severely ; Mulloy cannot assign any reason. 

20 March.— On Thursday night the walls of a dwelling-house, which was nearly built, the pro- 
perty of John Glanlasawn, parish of Litter, and barony of Ballybritt, was maliciously thrown down 
by some person or persons unknown. 

23 March. — On Sunday night the following persons attacked the dwelling-house of Philip Maher, 
of Cloonshanny, parish of Killoughy, and barony of Ballyboy, and post-town Frankford, namely, 
-.John Boland, who was armed with a pistol, Hugh Tool, John Lynch, Peter and John Candon, Peter 
Cahill, and Martin Jonans, all of the parish of Killoughy ; they were all armed with bludgeons. 
Maher was seized by John Boland, who put a pistol to his breast, and ordered him on his knees ; he 
tripped up Boland, and on retreating into the room was struck on the head with a stick by Hugh 
Tool, which cut him ; he escaped out through a back window, when James Lynch cried out, “ Fire 
after him.” Maher’s sister got out and alarmed the Mount-bolus Police, who proceeded to the 
place, was joined by Mahon, when they succeeded in apprehending John Boland, John Condon, 
Peter Condon, Patriek Cahill, and Martin Jonans ; they were brought before the magistrates, who 
took Maher's informations, and committed the above-named persons to Tullamorc Gaol. I have 
received a warrant for Tool and Lynch, who absconded for the present. 

25 March. — On Tuesday, about the hour of 12, the house of Michael Carry, of Bnrrymacmullogh, 
parish of Kinnetty, barony of Ballybritt, and post-town Kinnetty, was entered by two men while the 
family were at mass, only the servant maid, whom they swore to her knowledge of fire-arms, being in 
the house; she swore not ; one of them clapped a pistol to her head, and swore he would blow her 
brains out. '1 hey searched the house for the arms, but did not succeed in getting any. The servant 
maid made her escape, and alarmed the neighbours, which caused them to decamp. The polioe 
proceeded to the place, but could get no information what direction they took. From private infor- 
mation! apprehended Pat. Hogan as ono of the party. 1 had Mr. Carry, Mr. Dillon, Mr. Homage, 
and Mr. Harding, whose houses were attacked, brought to the petty sessions of Kinnetty, where 
Mr. Harding recognized Hogan, and swore, to the best of his knowledge, that he wus one of the 
party that attacked his house on the night of the 25th instant. Hogan is committed to guoL 

On Tuesday night, about the hour of 1 1 o’clock, a party of men knocked at the door of William 
Donahoe, of Ilathgibbon, parish of Drumcullen, and barony of Eglish, post-town Kinnetty. Do- 
nalioe opened the door, when four of the party entered, two of them armed with guns ; they seized 
and knocked down Donahoe, and inflicted several cuts on his head, and swore him not to mention 
a word of their being there, and also not to charge more than 9s. 6 d. per cwu for. his oatmeal. 
They fired three shots on going away. 

Same night a party proceeded to the house of William Kirwan, in the above parish and barony ; 
they demanded admittance, but were refused, on which they broke the windows, and threatened to 
set the house on fire ; they then broke open the door, throe of them entered, two of which were 
armed with guns ; they knocked Kirwan down, and inflicted four cuts on his head, and swore him 
not to be talking to the police. They fired a blank cartridge in the house, and retired unknown. 
A party of the Kinnetty police were out on the patrol, and heard the shots, on which they nlarmed 
me; I immediately proceeded with the party, and joined the Streamstown and Thomastown par- 
ties, coming from Donahoe’s in quest of them. We proceeded in the direction that they went, 
made a very diligent search for them, but without effect. 

28 March._On Friday morning Mr. Sadler, of Derrinlough parish, and barony of Eglish, post- 
town Cloghan, found a threatening notice at his hall-door, threatening to riddle him ond the damned 
1 ee ers to ashes, lhe country people have a great aversion to Mr. Sadler on account of accom- 
modating the police with a barrack. 

Remarks of Sub-Inspector. 

This district is similarly circumstanced as that of Garrycastle. 



Garrycastle District, Lieutenant William Henderson, Chief Constable. 

Extracts from Chief Constable’s Report. 

1 March.— An armed party entered the house of John Low, of Mackcn, within two miles of the 
post-town of Ferbane; swore him if he had fire-arms in the house, and searched it, but got none ; 
on tneir departure they fired a shot. 

A party of six armed men entered the house of James Connor, within one mile and a half of 
Cloghan town, and ordered him to give up the arms he had in his possession ; they searched the 
house, but got none. 1 J ,j lc 
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The same party went to the house of Matthew Killan, of same place, and ordered him to give 
up land in his possession. 

7 March. — The house of P. Donahoe, of Baleitlia, within one mile of Banagher, was attacked by 
a party of men, who beat him, and stabbed his wife with a bayonet, broke all his delf, and swore 
him to give up his land. Perpetrators unknown. 

Same night the house of Thomas Donahoe, of Clairmount, was attacked by a party of men, who 
stabbed Donahoe with a bayonet, beat his wife, broke all his windows and delf, and swore him to 
give up his land. 

9 March.— An armed party went to the house of Mr.- Baker, of Bellmount, about one o’clock, 
yvhile the family were atDivine service; they knocked at the hall-door, and being refused admittance, 
and resisted by the steward, who fired on them, they fired through one of the windows, broke seven 
or eight panes of glass, and lodged several slugs in the ceiling of the room. Perpetrators unknown* 

An armed party went to the house of Michael Merrigan, near Shannon-bridge, put him on his 
knees, and swore him to leave his house in seven days. 

10 March. — On this night an armed party went through the neighbourhood of Bellmount, firing 
several shots. They went to Mr. Baker’s gate-house, and inquired for the steward, apparently for 
the purpose of shooting him, but they did not find him. This steward defended Mr. Baker’s house 
on the 9th, when it was attacked. 

12 March. — The houses of Thomas and I-Iugh Donclan, of Park, near Banagher, were attacked 
by a party of men, who swore them to give up that land, and robbed Hugh of 'll . in cash, 

Three men, armed with pistols, went to the house of Matthew Hunt, of Cloney, near Banagher* 
They swore him to give up his land in a week’s time, and to give up his house to a man named 
Galvin. 



17 March. — The house of William Doyly, of Toudmore, within two miles of Banagher, was 
entered by a large party, for the purpose of beating Doyly. Four men are apprehended, who have 
entered bail to stand their trial at the next quarter sessions of Birr. 

The house of S. Toaker, of Gurtagown, was maliciously set on fire. Perpetrators unknown. 

20 March. — An armed party of six men came to the house of Michael Butler, of Cloononey, 
within one mile and a halt of Cloghan, and swore him to give up his house and land. 

A threatening notice was posted outside the town of Cloghan, warning the labourers not to work 
for any person less than Is. a day. 

23 March. — A house, the property of John Carnevan, 6f Gloster, near Banagher, was maliciously 
set on fire. 

25 March.— One man broke into the house of John Rourke, of Cloughail, and warned him not to 
sow any more for J. Devery. 

The same night a party of men went to the house of John Kilcoe, same place, and warned hurt 
to the like effect. 



30 March.— At six o’clock this morning the house of John I-Iinchy, who resides at Newtown, 
about three miles from Banagher, was entered by two armed men, who desired him to go to the 
, priest, and settle about land he (Hinchy) had in dispute with his brother. Two more remained at 
J' his door as a watch. 



Remarks of Sub-Inspector. 

The district is very much disturbed, and will require the greatest exertion and vigilance from the 
magistrates and the police to suppress the turbulent spirit of the insubordinate characters who have 
placed the well-disposed subjects of His Majesty in fear and terror of their lives ; so much so, when 
‘ depredations arc committed against them, they are so much afraid of the vengeance of these mer- 
ciless villains that they dare not give any information to the proper authorities. For the present 
the nightly excursions of these ruffians are suspended, in consequence of the meeting of mag^tm e 
which took place at Bellmount on the 26th ultimo, dreading that the result of this meeting would 
cause the Act 3 Will. 4. c.4*. being put in operation in these disturbed baronies.

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PROCLAMATION declaring the Baronies of Ballyboy, Ballybritt, Eglish, 
and Garrycastle, in King’s County, to be in a state of disturbance. 

By The LORD LIEUTENANT and Council of Ireland. 

a Proclamation. 

Wellesley. 

Whereas by an act passed in the 3d year of His present Majesty’s Reign, 
intituled, “ An act for the more effectual suppression of local disturbances 
and dangerous associations in Ireland,” it is amongst other tilings enacted, that 
it shall anti may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland, with the advice of His Majesty’s Privy Council in 
Ireland, at any time after the passing of the said act, and from time to time 
during the continuance thereof as occasion may require, to issue his or their 
Proclamation, declaring any county, county of a city, or county of a town in 
Ireland, or any portion thereof respectively, to be in such a state of disturb- 
ance and insubordination as to require the* application of the provisions of the 
said act. 

Now we the Lord Lieutenant do by this our Proclamation, in pursuance and 
execution of the said act, and by and with the advice of His Majesty’s Privy 
Council in Ireland, declare the baronies of Ballyboy, Ballybritt, Eglish, and 
Garrycastle, in the King’s County, to be in such a state of disturbance and 
insubordination as to require the application of the provisions of the said act; 

And we do by this our Proclamation warn the inhabitants of the said baronies 
of Ballyboy, Ballybritt, Eglish, and Garrycastle to abstain from all seditious 
and other unlawful assemblies, processions, confederacies, meetings, and associ- 
ations, and to be and remain within their respective habitations at all hours 
between sunset and sunrise, from and after Friday the 18th day of April 
instant; of which all justices of the peace of the said county, constables, 
peace officers, and all others whom it may concern, are to take notice. 

Given at the Council Chamber in Dublin the 14th day of April 1834.

LETTER from Sir Richard Levinge, Bart, to Sir W. Gosset, enclosing 
Resolutions of Magistrates, 

Sir, Knockdrin Castle, 26 April, 1834. 

* Enclosed 1 send you a copy of the resolutions unanimously entered into at 
a meeting, held in Mullingar this day, which I request you will have the good- 
ness to lay before His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. I believe I ought at the 
same time to have enclosed a list of the outrages which have occurred in the 
county, and which was laid before us by Mr. Thompson, chief constable, but I 
have neglected to get a copy of them from him. It appeared that in the barony 
of Moyashel and Magherademon, there were 13 serious cases of outrage ; and 
in the baronies of Delvin and FarBill, 12, all since the 1st of March last.

I ueg to leport the following outrage which took place yesterday at Gran ^e- 
more, about nine miles from this town, near the post-town of Killucan.

Edward Briscoe and his brother were proceeding to church, and when riding 
down his own avenue two shots were fired at the former, which providentially 
missed him. The two gentlemen, on clearing the plantation, pursued the as- 
sassins, of whom there were four, two armed with blunderbusses and two with 
pistols, but were deterred, on closing them, by one of the men whose pistol had 
not been discharged. I proceeded thither this morning, but regret to say that, 
as yet, there is no clue to the parties. The neighbouring police scoured the 
country and arrested several persons, but none of them could be identified. Mr. 
Briscoe is a gentleman of the first station and property in this county, and 
served as sheriff last year, and I beg respectfully to suggest that a reward be 
forthwith offered by Government. I have communicated with the Vice-Lieu- 
tenant as to the propriety of calling a meeting of magistrates, or taking some other 
active steps on the occasion.

With the exception (perhaps) of the highway robbery of James Achmuty, in the barony of Delvin, 
on the 7th instant, I consider every offence here reported, as having originated in the prevailing 
system of illegal combination, and therefore of a political character ; and I am inclined to think that 
the robbery itself, committed as it was in the open face of day, and therefore arguing the existence 
of a general state of violence and intimidation in the country, should also be so classed.

The state of the barony of Delvin may be collected from the fact, that we cannot get a police 
barrack built (such is the degree of intimidation which prevails), without encamping a party of 
police to protect the workpeople and materials.

By this act alone a judgment may be formed of the state of demoralization, of savage licentious- 
ness, and of utter disregard of law and authority, which illegal combination [alias “agitation,”) has 
engendered among the lower classes. The only offence committed by this poor, man, who was 
care-taker to the Protestant clergyman of the parish (the honourable and reverend Mr. Browne, a 
brother of Lord Kilmaine, and a very amiable gentleman) was his endeavouring to prevent the people 
from trespassing across his master’s field! for this lawful act he was stoned to deathlike a mad dog, 
in the open face of day, and close to a large and populous town ; in my opinion, the whole county 
deserves to be proclaimed for such a deed.

10 May.— Michael Costello and Michael Robinson, of Killmore, apprehended and committed 
for illegally keeping possession of houses, of which they were dispossessed by a special warrant 
directed to the sheriff. 

11 May.— The habitation of Patrick Earley of Fahy Beg was entered by four men, who dragged 
Earley out of his bed and beat him most unmercifully, without assigning any reason. The habi- 
tation of Patrick Coghlan of Isker in the parish of Clonfert was forcibly entered by five or six men" 
who dragged Coghlan and his son from their beds, and gave young Coghlan a book to swear him’ 
but before he had time to comply with their threat they struck and knocked him down, and 
inflicted several severe wounds upon him; they also beat his father. No reason can be assigned 
for the perpetration of this outrage ; the parties were unknown. 

12 May.— Michael Mannion of Gortahoone arrested by the police for having robbed Michael 
White of Lismany of money to the amount of 31. 18s. 6cl., who was committed. The habitations of 
John Horan, Reran Horan, and John Coghlan, all of Isker in the parish of Clonfert, were attacked 
by three men (one of whom was armed with a short gun and another with a pistol), who forced 
open and entered the several habitations, obliging the inmates to go on their knees, and swearing 
them not to work for Mr. Finney for less than 8 d. per day with their diet, or Is. without it, which 
Mr. Finney complied with. 

The habitations of Thomas Hortln and William Rourke of Isker were attacked, who forced 
open both doors, and swore the inmates not to work for less than 8il. per day with diet or 
Is. without it. 

15 May.— Martin Coen of Eyrecourt (a summons-server) was waylaid by seven men near Lis- 
many Bridge on the Grand Canal, who searched his person, and took from his pocket a sealed 
letter in which was enclosed a latitat; they tore it across and returned it, and demanded money 
on getting half a crown they left him. 3 ’ 

A yearling calf, the property of William Robert Finney of Banagher Bridge, was maliciously 
beaten with sticks, so that it shortly after died ; perpetrators unknown. 

A large number of men collected on the lands of Claremadden, said to be about two or three 
hundred, and drove off stock seized for rent and arrears of rent ; the police patrols from Killimore 
and Kiltoriner pursued the stock, a greater part of which they brought back and gave up in charge 
to the drivers, but were obliged to retreat from a large mob ; and on next night they were again 
taken, some of which were only recovered, and sent to Ballinasloe to be disposed of. 

20 May.— Patrick Haband’s (of Mackenough in the parish of Fahey) habitation was attacked 
between the hours of ten and twelve o’clock by a party of men unknown, who broke the door, two 
small windows, and some plates and dishes on a dresser.

Two persons assaulted on the road between Banagher and Clonfert, where they had been 
escorting persons going to America. 

16 April. — The house of James Galvin in the village of Camas entered by one man armed 
with a pistol, (while two others remained at the door,) who demanded Galvin’s name, made an 
effort to put him on his knees, when a struggle ensued ; Patrick Galvin, one of his sons, ran into 
an inner room and brought out an old blade of a scythe, with which he made some desperate 
blows, and inflicted several severe wounds ; the pistol was wrested from the insurgent, who on 
losing it called out for mercy and ran out, and the three instantly fled. Galvin immediately went 
to give notice to the police, whom they met; a diligent search immediately epsued for the 
wounded man, without effect.
